WASHINGTON—(AP)—Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, testifying in 


the senate MacArthur inquiry, came under sharp fire today from Sen- 
j^tor Hickenlooper (R-Ioxva) who declared that Vandenberg has been 
just as critical of Korean policy as Gen. Douglas MacArthur ever was. 
Hickenlooper eaid it raised the question whether Vandcnbcrg should 
resign or be removed as air force chief of staff. 


Vendehberg in return denied that he had disagreed with any 


United Nations policy as to Korea. 


He acknowledged writing in a 


magazine article last March that 
U. S. air power was made just 
about useless "when the United 
Nations in an effort to avoid a

Assistant State's Atty. George 


Nichols and Public Defender Wal- 
ter W. Stevens this morning1 pre- 
sented their arguments on the 
manslaughter indictment of Alex 
Lamberskyy, 23, Dixon State hos- 
pital patient, for the death of Ken- 
neth LaRoy. 


Nichols claimed that Stevens' 


motion to quash the indictment 
could not be considered unless it 
was determined that all the evi- 
dence presented to the grand jury 
was invalid or that all the wit- 
nesses who testified were incom- 
3etent. 


Stevens 
strongly 
maintained 


that presenting the transcript of 
testimony by Lambersky at the 
inquest to the grand jury was a 
violation of, his 
cconstitutional 


rights. Stevens emphasized that 
no persons can be compelled to 
give evidence which would incrim- 
natc himself. 


Cites Ca.se* 


Nichols cited several cases which 


upheld his contention that the in- 
dictment could not be quashed un- 
less it was proven that all wit- 
nesses heard by the grand jury 
or all the evidcnve presented was 
incompetent. He maintained also 
that the court should not probe 
iroccedings of the secret jury ses- 
sions, unless there WAS evidence 
that \he witnesses we're incompe- 
cnt or the evidence invalid. Nich- 
ols also alleged a .person who tes- 
tifies without -asking his consti- 
tutional immunity against giving 
ncriminating evidence cannot aft- 
erward claim it. 


Stevens remarked that the basis 


of his case wa^ the theory that a 
>erson is innocent until proven 
juilty. He said the entire evidence 
vas incompetent and that it is fa- 
al to any indictment if the defend- 
ant is not informed that testimony 
given by him was to be used be- 
'orc the grand jury. 


Judge Dixon Interrupts 


The hearing in circuit court this 


morning was interrupted when 
Judge George C. Dixon asked if a 
conversation of a feeble-minded 
>erson can be used against him. 
The judge said he Tiad read Lam- 
berskky's testimony before the in- 
quest and found he was employed 
to take care of other inmates.. 
'What he has done is only what 
the state put him in the position 
o do," the judge stated.

May Never Be Tried 


Nichols admitted that the case 


nay never come to trial if Lam- 
bersky is adjudged feeble-minded. 
He will be sent to the state secur- 
ty hospital. The judge said he 
considered this a penalty since the 
ccurity hospital is for violently 
nsane persons and those who show 
.riminal tendencies. The 
judge 


iddcd if Lambersky had been kept 
n a ward at the Dixon State hos- 
lital he would have been in no po- 
itioh to cause the death of the 
LaRoy child. 


After hearing both Nichols and 


Stevens the judge asked that the 
eport of proceedings before the 
rand jury be made available. He 
aid he had no way of telling if 
estimony was incompetent if he 
oes not know what occurred.

NEW YORK—(NBA)—Fresh milk in cans, needing no 


refrigeration, yet tasting like the bottled milk left at your 
door this morning, may oe turning up at your grocery store 
before .very long. 


It's now being processed experimentally at East Stan 


wood, Wash., and is capable of staying fresh for six months 
or more. .Two thousand gallons a day are being shipped in 
three-quart cans, much, of it to Alaska, and some shipments 
have gone to the Navy. However, to date there is no domes- 
tic marketing. 


New Canned Product Tastes 
Just Like Milk Out of Bottles 


Because the new process elimi- 


nates the need for all refrigeration, 
the canned fresh milk is shipped 
to Alaska through ordinary freight 
channels. Bottled fresh milk, how- 
ever, must be shipped by air and 
kept 
refrigerated, 
which 
adds 


greatly to the cost. 


If this new process is accepted 


by the Armed Forces, it could 
mean fresh milk for the boys in 
Korea and other areas where re- 
frigeration is either a problem or 
totally lacking. Few GIs would 
complain At fresh milk supplanted 
evaporated and powdered milk in 
his ratioa 


» • • 


Canned fresh milk is not the 


same product as the recently in- 
troduced concentrated fresh milk. 
This requires constant refrigera- 
tion. Concentrated milk is a white 
fluid- with 
the consistency of 


cream, to which the consumer adds 
two parts water to one part con- 
centrate. 


It "comes in paper containers in 


one-third quart and' full quart 
sizes and, of course, saves space 
in refrigerators and shopping bags 
and cuts delivery costs. It tastes 
exactly like regular fluid milk, 
provided the local tap water has 
no unpleasant taste.

Dr. Roy R. Graves, research 


scientist . at the plant (Med-O- 
Milk) in East Stanwood, has been 
a leading pioneer in canning fresh 
milk. When milk can be preserved 
fresh in cans without condensa- 


tion, evaporation or refrigeration 
not only GIs but their womenfolk 
at home sit up and take notice. 


If this business gets into the 


big time, a housewife could order 
a few cases of .milk from her 
grocer and keep it on the back 
porch until needed, enabling her 
to serve fresh milk when she 
wants it without stacking a lot of 
bottles or containers in her over- 
crowded refrigerator. It 
would 


probably cost her less, ,too. 
• • • 


Aseptic canning is a revolution- 


ary invention of another noted 
food scientist, Dr. William Mc- 
Kinley Martin, researcher with the 
James Dole Engineering Co. Prod- 
ucts ranging from split pea soup 
to fresh milk shakes • have been 
canned by the Martin process. 


Like the fresh milk developed 


by Dr. Graves, the split pea soup 
needs no refrigeration. It's so fresh 
that if a nostalgic GI- in Korea 
were to get it, he could shut his 
eyes and see ma dishing it out of 
the big pot on the stove back 
home. 


Robert Andersen, president of 


Andersen Foods in Santa Barbara, 
Calif., who used to quick-freeze 
his split pea soup for the Pacific 
Coast market, now uses the new 
Martin aseptic canning-process. He 
has successfully processed 7,000 
cans without loss of color or herb 
flavor.

Andersen is now experimenting 


with canning fresh milk shakes 
and claims he can make them 
without loss of flavor or texture.

Green Cockleburs 
Poison Livestock 


URBANA—It recently- cost one 


Illinois swine raiser 12 pigs to 
learn that cocklebur seedlings are 
deadly poison to livestock. 


So reports Dr. D. W. Pratt. Uni- 


versity of Illinois veterinarian. He 
says now is the time when cockle- 
bur seedlings are tender enough 
for livestock to eat—and they're 
deadly. As they grow they become 
less poisonous and less tempting 
to livestock. 


A cocklebur seedling has a slen- 


der, whitish-green stem on to three 
inches tall. Capping this stem are 
two strap-shaped leaves, 
each 


about Vt. inch wide and 1& inches 
long. 


Look for Burr 


You can be sure if they're 


colcklebur seedlings by pulling up 
a plant and looking for the burr 
from which the seedling sprouts. 


Pigs and cattle are most often 


affected. If they appear weak, un- 
steady, or breathe rapidly, call 
your 
veterinarian 
immediately. 


Prompt treatment is important be- 
cause untreated animals usually 
die within 12 to 24 hours after the 
symptoms first show up. 


Dr. Pratt says the best way to 


avoid cocklebur poisoning is to rid 
your farm of these bothersome 
plants. If you can't do this, keep 
livestock out of infested pastures 
until seedlings are less dangerous 
and not so tempting.

On the torn soil of Korea, Americans again are fighting 


and dying. It will be enough this Memorial Day if we honor 
these men for their courage and sacrifice. Doing so, we will 
be remembering their brothers who fell in other wars. 


Nearly 12,000 American families do not have to be re- 


minded of the meaning of this occasion. Their sons already 
have paid the supreme price in the cause of freedom for 
which they fought.

As for the rest of us, it is not always easy to remember. 


We here at home are enjoying the most prosperous condi- 
tion any Americans have ever known. Our tables are well 
stocked with food, even though prices are high. Our streets 
are packed with new automobiles, and our living rooms en- 
livened by television sets. 


We may soon have to bear heavier taxes, to do without 


as many cars and TV sets as now roll off the lines, to endure 
shortages in a lot of things. But it will be surprising if even 
these hardships drive home to us the meaning of war.

The politicians, labor leaders and others like to talk of 


"equality of sacrifice" in a crisis like that we're in. Of 
course there is no such thing, in reality. Working in a war 
plant, converting your factory to war products, paying every 
spare cent you make to the government as taxes, living un- 
der rationing, whatever you name, it'can't match fighting 
and dying on a battlefield. 


The men in the field naturally want you to make what 


sacrifices you can, 'for it means they are'being supported to 
the hilt. But most of all, they want to be remembered— 
right now—for the matchless sacrifices THEY are making.

When you read, for instance, that the heroic Second 


Division has borne the brunt of the Chinese Reds' new- 
est offensive, you should know that this battered outfit 
fought doggedly in the Pusan beachhead, as a rear guard in 
last December's bitter retreat from the Yalu, and as an an- 
chor in the unyielding line around Woniu last February.

In the fighting above Wonju, at a place called Chipyong- 


nl, the Second's 23rd regiment bravely repulsed the enemy 
for 48 hours while totally surrounded. Finally a column of 
tanks broke through to relieve them. When they started 
north through a narrow corridor of flanking enemy fire, the 
tanks had 125 U. S. infantrymen clinging to their sides. When 
they reached the trapped 23rd, just eight of those 125 were 
still unscathed.

Remember the 117 who didn't make it. Remember the 


23rd, and the Second Division and all the other divisions 
fighting'in Korea. Read their stories in the newspapers and 
magazines. You will not find anything else so real, so in- 
spiring, so vital to the struggle for freedom in whiph we are 
irrevocably engaged.

caused her to resent any advice 
which her parents try to give her, 
no matter how kindly it is given. 


"In other words, she will ac- 


cept a suggestion from a friend or 
fellow worker, rather than from 
a member of the family. 


"The tactiful suggestion that 


she share part of her paycheck to 
help with room and board, since 
her Dad's salary is none too large, 
was hotly resented. Two of her 
friends are not expected to help 
in any way at home. 


"It was a bit disconcerting re- 


cently to discover that at Christ- 
mas she had invested in an expcn 
sive gift for a girl and presented 
her sister with a last-minute dol- 
lar gift. More recently, she over- 
looked her mother's birthday en- 
tirely, but at the same time gave 
a friend 525 as a wedding gift. In 
othtr words, she has 
not yet 


learned the value of money and 
fails to realize any impropriety in 
giving too expensive gift* to mere 


acquaintances. Can you help?" 


You're certainly right In think- 


ing your daughter should be pay- 
Ing for board and room. With liv- 
ing costs what they are today, a 
working son or daughter ought to 
pay his or her own way. 


Settle On a Fair Amount 


So the first step in straighten- 


ing out your daughter's thinking 
would seem to be to settle on 
fair amount to be paid weekly or 
monthly for board and room. 


Assure her that you won't nag 


at her about how she spends the 
rest of her money if she fulfills 
her obligation on that count. 


Don't worry too much about 


her tendency to be too lavish with 
the money she spends on friends 


She'll no doubt cut that out of 


her own free will if her paycheck 
has to cover all of her own «* 
penses, such as board and room 
clothes doctor's and dentist's bills 


Be firm about holding her to 


hei> responsibility for paying her 
own way and she'll grow up fa* 
about money matters. She'a think 
ing like a child with two big an 
allowance now, instead of like 
an adult who has reached finan 
cial independence.

The Doctor Answers 


Answers to Questions on Cysts Reveal 
They Can Be Removed Only by Surgery

questions on cysts,

which are presented In the first 
question. 


Q—What are cysts? 
Are they 


:ommon? 
Are they hereditary? 


What causes them? Can they de- 
velop into something more seri- 
ous? 
How are they removed? 


Can they be dissolved? 
M.E. 


A—A cyst consists of a sac of 


tissue which usually contains a 
liquid. There are many kinds of 
cysts and they can occur In many 
parts of the body. They are com- 
mon, but few If any can be con- 
sidered strictly hereditary. 


In most cases the reason why a 


cyst should develop U not known. 
Some cysts can degenerate into 
something more serious but the 
chances of this happening depend 
largely on the location and nature 
of the particular cyst. 


They can bo removed only by 


cutting out the entire sac hince 
if this is not done they will form 
again. They cannot be dissolved.

Q—I am in the early twenties 


and weigh 225 pounds. The weight 
increased since I had a baby five 
years ago. At that time I weigh- 
ed only 110 pounds. What should 
I do? 
H.T. 


A—This IB certainly too much 


fat. 
It Is barely possible that 


there Is some endocrine or hor- 
mone factor in a case like this. 
Anyway you should try to lose 
u eight under the direction of your 
physician who may want to make 
some special tests before starting 
the reducing program.

Q — What is the Papinicolaou 


smear and what Is it for? 


E. W. 


A—Scrapings are taken from 


the female genital tract and ex- 
amined under the microscope by 
a special technique lor cancer 
ceils. It has turned out to be one 
of the useful tests for cancer In 
this region but involves a high 
degree of skill and training.

Q—I am 40 years old and the 


father of three children. I had 
St Vitus dance as a child but up 
to 11 years old was 
good 
in 


school. Now I am nervous and 
thick of comprehending. Is there 
anywhere I could go where my 
intelligence could be improved so 
that I could hold a better job?

A—It is hard to tell whether 


your mental ability has suffered 
as the result of Illness or whether 
it Is part of a ba«lc Intelligence. 
Unfortunately It Is not possible 
to raise the Intelligence, but If 
the difficulty is partly caused »y 
Illness something perhaps could 
be done. It would be beat first 
to go to a psychiatrist.

constant tingling In the hands and 
feet?

A—If this Is not Imaginary It 


suggests some ailment of the ner- 
vous system. Pernicious anemia 
Is one possibility.

A—In part the answer to this 


question depends on what bone Is 
Involved, \\hrre tho cancer start- 
ed, and the area attacked. In gen-

moval by surgery or X-ray or ra- 
dium treatments.

The Once-Wild West Now Ha* a New Kind of Outlaw; 


Pegler Thinks a Modern Posse Would 


Accomplish Wonders 


TUCSON. Ariz., May 28—It Is ironic that in that part of our 


country which so recently was the wild west a vicious jailbird and 
gunman should be suffered to terrorize the working people -of one 


of the big desert towns and to put into effect an 
alliance between crooked unions and crooked "re- 
spectable" citizens engaged in business. The tune 
was not so long ago when some individual would 
have walked up to Ralph Howard Alsup, the presi- 
dent of the Central Labor Council of the 
Federation of Labor for Clark county, Nevada, and 
vice-president of the Nevada State Federation, and 
shot him dead, or a posse of vigilantes would have 
strung him up, and the verdict of the public would 
have been that it was good riddance. Clark county 
includes Las Vegas. 


But today the dominant politicians of Nevada 


kowtow to this gun-totmg thug. And the American Federation of 
Labor, which is the real crime syndicate for all of the Kefauver 
Investigating committee's cheap and shameless hamming on the 
television, is consulted as though it were a legitimate organization 
representing the reasonable will of several million citizens. 
<") 


I must briefly go back over the details of Alsup's criminal ca- 


reer. He was convicted of four crimes in Texas and served ten years 
and about two months in Huntsville, later being pardoned, and he 
now stands convicted in Las Vegas of shooting through the body an 
unfortunate house painter named Ray Folsom who had the effrontery 
to go to the headquarters of his own local union to make a plea for 
another painter who was getting the works from the business agent, 
a fellow named James King. Folsom said his friend, F. C. Lantz, 
a foreman on the Davis dam job, a federal project, was being "dis- 
ciplined" by King and that another painter, who was not a union 
man at all, had been given Lantz's job. While Folsom was talking 
to King, Alsup walked up, slugged him with a pistol butt and f~)ot 
him. And Folsom testified that King, the agent of his own union, 
helped Alsup to get away. Clarence Darrah, a vice-president of the 
Painters' local, swore that King told him: "Beat it and remember 
you didn't see or hear anything." 


After long delays, during which 


he got into another gun scrape 
with a law-abiding citizen and got 
away with it, Alsup was convicted 
of "assault with intent to inflict 
bodily injury." In Nevada, a jury 
can scale down the charge, and 
this one refused to convict Alsup 
of the original charge of felonious 
assault with a deadly weapon. Al- 
sup could have been sentenced to 
ten years under the original 
charge, but under the reduced 
charge the maximum is two years 
and a fine of §5,000. He is now at 
liberty on appeal and the working 
men in that cowardly tough town 
of the old wild west are afraid of 
him and the business men and 
most of the ruling politicians 
truckle to him. There are no two 
ways about the proposition that 
where you find a dirty union sit- 
uation such as this one you will 
find business men equally crooked 
doing business with the union 
bosses at the expense of the union 
members and the general public. 


There was one union man, a 


sheet metal worker, on the jury 
that convicted Alsup of shooting 
Folsom, and Roger Foley, the dis- 
trict attorney, said this man was 
fired from his job soon afterward. 
Mr. Foley said the employer was 
a "buddy" of Alsup and said fur- 
ther that two of Alsup's fellow 
union racketeers were seen en- 
tering this man's place of busi- 
ness soon after the verdict. This 
might mean that the union terror 
threw fear into the employer with 
threats of a picket line or another 
shooting. 
' • 


As I reported yesterday, even 


while Alsup was at large await- 
ing trial for shooting this un- 
armed union man in a union hall 
during a peaceful appeal for Jus- 
tice, he was appointed a delegate 
to the national convention of the 
American Federation of Labor in 
Houston. He also was re-elected 
to his job as president of the 


Clark county central labor coun- 
cil. Not only that but, further in- 
dicating the character of unionism 
in the timid wild west of Nevada, 
Tom Hanley, the president of the 
local Sheet Metal Workers' union, 
a 
close friend of Alsup, Cpa 


"elected" vice-president of the "In- 
ternational 
union of his craft, 


which has always had a compara- 
tively decent reputation among 
unions. 


Mr. Foley said he had informa- 


tion that Alsup and one other 
racketeer of this criminal bund 
masquerading as "labor" had been 
carried on the payrolls of con- 
tractors at $500 a week each for 
long periods when two of thc<f ig 
gambling-house hotels were being 
built. This would be normal cor- 
ruption in a central council of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
the idea being to enrich the crim- 
inals in charge of these crime 
syndicates at the expense of the 
workmen, who are sold down the 
river as a routine practice. The 
gangsters, all of whom were so 
studiously overlooked by the Ke- 
fauver committee in its inv-^.i- 
gation of a non-existent national 
syndicate of crapshooters, book- 
makers and slot machine, op- 
erators, keep wages down, and the 
money they receive as bribes is 
money they receive as bribes is 
only a portion of the saving to 
the crooked contractors. I do not 
exaggerate when I say that this is 
standard practice in the American 
Federation of Labor. 


The federal treasury could Ae- 


termine whether Alsup and ni 
colleague ever reported this graft 
as income, but it has not been the 
policy of the Roosevelt and Tru- 
man administrations to prosecute 
their political accomplices.

tie and Glen Camery who reported 
seeing three well-dressed young 
Negroes on the streets about 11 
p.m. According to Camery and 
Tuttle they "sneered at us." 


The story, as told by the youth- 


ful victims, began at 12:15 a.n». 
when Wells stopped 
his 1947 


Studebaker tudor on Page drive 
near the river. Wells told officers 
they had seen the trio walking 
down the road before they stop- 
ped. 


A man tapped on the closed win- 


dow and asked for a light. When 
Wells lit a match and rolled down 
the window, the man blew out the 
match and stuck a gun in the win- 
dow. 


Blindfolded 


The robber ordered the boy and 


girl to get out of the car. When 
they stepped out two other men, 
not seen before, slipped handker- 
chiefs over their eyes from behind. 


They then were ordered back 


into the car and sat in the back 
seat with the armed robber. One 
of the trio drove the car around 
for about 20 minutes. 


Wells and Miss Falk then were 


ordered out again. One of the men 
took Wells' billfold 
containing 


about $60. A search was made for 
Miss Falk's billfold in the car but 
it was not found. The kidnapers 
then taped the hands of the pair 
in front of their bodies. Ordinary 
adhesive tape was used, according 
to State's Attorney Morey C. 
Pires. 


However when the tape was re- 


moved red marks were left on the 
wrists of Wells and Miss Falk. 
Their feet were taped together and 
they were loaded into the trunk of 
the car and the lid was closed. 


Drive Two Hours 


The youths estimate they were 


driven around for two hours inside 
the trunk before the car was halt- 
ed at a deserted hog house on a 
farm two miles southwest of Dix- 
on. 


Their ankles were freed and they 


were taken inside the hog house. 
The kidnapers then bound their 
wrists with heavy fishing cord 
over the tape and tied the two to- 
gether. 


Before leaving, one of the kid- 


. nap trio asked Wells' phone num- 
| ber so he could call later and tell 
him where to find his car. The 
three then left in the car. 


Approximately 15 minutes later 


Wells and Miss Falk were able to 
free themselves and walked to 
town, going immediately to the po- 
lice station where they reported 
to Desk Sergeant Jack VanMeter. 


VanMeter immediately put a de- 


scription on the radio through the 
state police at Sterling, then called 
Chief Tyne. 


When Tyne learned the kidnap- 


ers had left the city limits he 
phoned Sheriff Charles H. Rede- 
baugh, who has aided in the In- 
vestigation. Exactly two hour* and 
13 minutes after the radio message 
was put out a call was received 
from Western Springs, a town 
near LaGrange, where officers re- 
ported they had captured one sus- 
pect. 


Shortly later another radio mes- 


sage was received that two men 
had been captured and the car 
found. Both admitted participating 
in the kidnap robber, according to 
Tyne.

The U. S. Eighth Army 
said the Chinese lost 18,000 men— 
tilled, wounded or captured—in 
he single battle.

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Doctors Advise: Postpone 
Vaccinations for Children 
During Warm Polio Months 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 


Associated Press Science Reporter 


CHICAGO, (AP)—In the poho 


season, June to September, it 
seems wise to postpone vaccina- 
tions of children for whooping 
cough or diptheria, unless there's 
an outbreak of those diseases 


For the vaccinations may in- 


crease the chances of a child's 
coining down with polio. 


New evidence for this bit of 


medical advice was described to- 
day to the Society of American 
Bacteriologists by Drs. Albert Mil- 
zer, Milly A. Weiss, and Katherine 
Vanderboom of Michael Reese hos- 
pital, Chicago. 


The advice stems from studies 


in England and Australia. Doctors 
found that more children under 
5 years old developed polio within 
a month after vaccinations for 
whooping cough and 
diphtheria 


than non-vaccinated youngsters. 


Experiments on Mice 


The Chicago experiments were 


done on nearly 500 mice. All were 
injected with polio virus. Som« 
mice then got whooping cough 
vaccine. Some got both whooping 
cough vaccine and diphtheria tox- 
oid. Others were not vaccinated at 
all. 


The vaccinated mice developed 


polio much earlier than those not 
vaccinated, Dr. Milzer said. The 
incubation period for polio was 50 
to 80 per cent shorter. Why the 
vaccinations did this is not known, 
though there are a number of pos- 
sible reasons. 


Babies Exception 


The Journal of the American 


Medical Association has suggested 
it may be advisable, when possible, 
to postpone such vaccinations in 
the polio months. An exception 
may be babies getting whooping 
cough vaccine at th age of three 
or four months. The babies are 
probably not exposed to polio virus 
anywhere near as much as older 
children. 


Evidence that cockroaches could 


be one carrier of polio virus, pos- 
sibly transmitting it to humans, 
was reported by Dr. Robert G. 
Fischer, University of North Da- 
kota, and Dr. Jerome T. Syverton, 
University of Minnesota. 


Test Roaches 


They fed roaches doses of virus, 


including one strain of virus that 
causes human polio. The roaches 
eliminated the virus in their drop- 
ping. This was proved by injecting 
the material, 
sterilized against 


bacteria, into monkeys. The mon- 
keys either got fever or paralysis, 
or died. Those that recovered were 
immunized against new injections 
of polio virus. 


The roaches eliminated the virus 


for as long as 15 days. Before guilt 
can be pinned on the roaches for 
transmitting polio, a next step is 
to learn whether virus can be 
found in roaches in polio-stricken 
homes. 


The research is supported by the 


March of Dimes.

This time in May, 35 years ago, 


I was carrying about the secret— 
(there goes the old man, reminis- 
cing again).

grand fleet, under Admiral Sir

As a matter of 
fact I was one of a very few poo 
plo who had the secret, and the 
way I stumbled onto it was more 
than passing strange. 


Resided Near Jelllcoo 


My lodgings were just off Hyde 


Park in a quarter where stood 
many of London's old residences. 
Among them was the home of Ad- 
miral Jellicoe. In their midst was 
the little shop run by the old to- 
bacconist who for a generation had 
served that staid neighborhood 
with tobacco and snuff. And of 
course he was the recipient of all

the secrets and news of the area. 


The tobacconist and I got to be 


quite pals, and so I wasn't sur- 
prised that day in May when, after 
glancing over his shoulder to be 
sure wo were alone, he whispered:
